VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF SOCIAL WELFARE 
Montpelier, Vermont 


This is the twenty-second annual report which I have 
made to the citizens of Strafford regarding State payments 
in your municipality of various types of assistance and 
welfare during 1957. The support and cooperation of town 
officers and people generally over this long period is grate- 
fully acknowledged. We have some measure of responsibility 
at 12,000 individuals and annually spend about six million 

ollars. 


The total number of recipients in all four programs has 
not changed substantially for several years. Due to the ex- 
tension of Social Security, the number receiving Old Age 
Assistance has declined but those receiving Aid to the Per- 
manently and Totally Disabled have increased. Supplemen- 
tation of inadequate amounts of Social Security benefits is 
an increasing role of Public Assistance. Towns and cities 
participate financially in two of the programs as indicated 
below. Administrative expenses for the four types of Public 
Assistance have always been among the lowest in the nation. 
In one state the recipient receives less than eighty-two 
cents out of the assistance dollar. In Vermont the recipient 
received ninety-six cents.

OF SCHOOLS 


To the Board of School Directors 
and Citizens of Strafford: 


This report is a part of the report of the Board of 
School Directors required by law. oe 

The Newton School and the Old City School were main- 
tained for 170 days with six teachers and eight grades dur- 
ing the school year 1956-1957. One hundred and eighteen 
resident elementary pupils were enrolled with an average 
daily attendance of 104.68. Tuition was paid on 2 elementary 
and 44 high school pupils who attended school in some 
other school district. The average cost per pupil was, for 
elementary school $252.06, and for high school $284.35. 
Seventy-seven pupils were transported at an average cost 
of $50.40. 

Some major improvements have been undertaken dur- 
ing the past summer vacation. The floors at the Newton 
school were cleaned, sealed and waxed. The playground and 
driveway were graded and repaired. These two projects 
give your children a much cleaner school to attend and a 
better place for outdoor activities. 

The Board of School Directors, Superintendent, Tea- 
chers, and Pupils are grateful to the many organizations 
and citizens for their support of the Strafford Schools.
